New York Cily, February 17.— 1 
cannot define public opinion, but 
you will understand what I mean 
when I say that American public 
opinion has changed fundamentally 
from that held here just a year ago. 
Before the suicide of France last 
May it was "Hands off Europe! 
That's their worry. They can't 
make suckers of us again! The Al- 
lies will win eventually, anyway. 
We're going to .stay neutral." 

When proud, foolish France col- 
lapsed before mechanized might, 
America was shocked into confused 
silence. Perhaps they had been liv- 
ing in blissful ignorance, they 
though! fearfully. What if Britain 
bows before the swastika? What if 
the British fleet were to fall into 
German hands? 

It was then that America looked 
to her defenses. The cry for a two- 
ocean navy went up, and defense 
preparations were begun feverishly. 
It was at this point that the spiit 
came. There were Ihofe who argu- 
ed that the best bet was to keep the 
British in action by a policy of all 
aid, This group found many sup- 
porters from Maine to Oregon. 
Others felt that it was best to 
strengthen their own defenses first 
and to avoid ai; po.viblc involve- 
ment in the overseas struggle.

The Administration Acts, 

The destroyer-bases deal showed 
just how the Administration felt 
about the whole thing; and, strange- 
ly enough, the administration has a 
pretty high batting average when 
it comes to reflecting public opin- 
ion. (Yes, we still believe in demo- 
cracy j. 

Washington adopted what we can 
call the "neutral-front" policy. This 
was the sending of bundles and 
bombers and all sorts of things to 

Britain snd then trying to figure 
ou; r.?->v to ir.ake it "neutral." 

Siowiy. bji definitely, there has 
come a hrm demand for more 
frankness, for s shedding of the 
neutral mask, for the adoption of a 
policy of honesty with ourselves. 
The squawking about war aims and 
pajTnents has been overidden by 
majority opinion. It's going to be 
"aid-to-England at any cost." 

•> ❖ <• 
Somehow, America has been 

forrrd from "neutrality," past non- 
belligerency, on toward war. Only 
(he foolish blame it on propagan- 
da. The wise and the courageoas 
see the larger issues at stake and 
speak up for democracy. They call 
it by its name— WAR. War for the 
right to individual freedom. 

For a time there was supreme 
confusion. Old skeletons were 
drajgged out into public view. The 
Empire was attacked as being op- 
pressive. The British cause was cit- 
ed as being merely for self-preser- 
vation—Americans will not fight 
lo preserve the Empire, but they 
will fight to preserve their way 
of living. The Germans, some hint- 
ed, we.'e just doing what the Bri- 
tish did when the Empire was 
built. And. so on. But aid-to-Britain 
increased. The British show of un- 
conquerable spirit wpn many "hard- 
boiled" Yankee hearts. 

One look at the pro and anti com- 
mittees formed in this country 
ehowf how great the change in opin- 
ion, and hence in policy, has been. 
The Committee to Dafend America 
by Aiding the Allies formed by Wil- 
liam Allen White was an early 
grôup. Then ramr tr.e .^.Tierica First 
Committee under Ger.e.'-a! Wood. 
Next was ihe lamou.; No f'oreigti 
War Committee under Verne Mar- 
shall. This species is now practic- 
ally extinct.

Youth Movements Have De-

"Despite material drawbacks, and 
grave social problems, progress is a 
much used word in the Orient. The 
people arc looking alioad. TKcrc is 
no 'end of an era' feeling there," 
declared Rev, Huch MacMillan, in 
addressing the Student Christian 
Movement at Strathcona Hall last 
night. The speaker in his address 
"Some Signs of Progress in the 
Orient." illustrated the working of 
this new spirit among the Orientals, 
The old totalitarian family sys- 
tem is being broken up by new 
ideas gained from Western cduca' 
tion. The break oflen comes in the 
desire to join the Christian Church, 
to switch from one community to 
another. Equality between tlie 
sexes, and the gradual development 
of community co-operation in pro 
jecu working out the democratic 
ideas, are further indicators of the 
new leaven. 

Youth Movements 

Mr. MacMillan went on to speak 
of the youth movements, great 

numbers of which had developed 
during the last decade. These groups 
arc fast losing their freedom and 
liberty. Nevertheless there are still 
movements with a strong hope in 
the future, and a deep instinct to 
wards liberty in their hearts — all 
founded on their faith in Christian' 
ity. 

"One of the most interesting 
movements of the time is the en- 
trance of the Orient into the Occi- 
dent." concluded Mr. MacMillan 
and one of. our new problems will 
be that of adjusting ourselves to 
these new strange people."

Business Macliiiie Representa- 
tive Speaks at Luuclieon 

GROWTH EXPLAINED 



System's Advantages Enum- 
erated; Offices Visited and 
Method Witnessed 



.'\ Commerce Lunclicon yes- 
terday licid in llic Union in- 
formed fifty coming hiisincss- 
mcn about lite simplicity of the 
piincli card .•system. Mr. D. L. 
Kinsman, C..\., local representa- 
tive of tlie International Btisi- 
ncss Machine Company ex- 
plained how, ill (lie 1880's, when 
the cen^•u.'• department of the 
United Slates Government 
found themselves getting behind 
in their tabidations, necessity 
^timulnlcd the development of 
what later developed . into the 
present system. 

The main principle of the method 
is to punch holes into pieces of 
cardboard in such a way as to be 
able to assort the cardi on a ma 
chine according to tht position of 
the punctures. In this way, in- 
stead of an accountant laboriously 
plodding through the same scries of 
books over and again for various 
individual accounts, and subjeciing 
himself to errors, he can run the 
cards through a machine at the 
rate of 400 a minute and sort them 
according to whatever tabulation is 
desired. 

The advantages of the system, he 
said, are threefold. First is the 

flexibility, that is, the ease of mak- 
ing determinations of any tabula- 
tion desired, and the card has as 
many as 80 columns for tabulations. 
The second is the accuracy, the 
elimination of errors due to adding 
and copying figures. Speed is the 
third advantage. A job involving 
days of work and the accompanying 
headaches may be reduced to a few 
minutes operation of buttons, 

Mr. Kinsman, who is a graduate 
of the University of Paris, explained 
while on the subject of efficiency 
how Tom Daily, president of the 
Commercial Undergraduates Soci- 
ety, while arranging to have him 
speak at the luncheon, combined 
the interview with what Mr. Kins- 
man later found lo be a successful 
attempt to sell advertising space for 
the Commerce Issue of the Daily. 

By means of the punch card sys- 
tem, Mr. Kinsman explained how 
the government authorities can run 
the cards made from the national 
registration last summer through 
their machines and sort out those 
cither of any one district, of any 
specific qualifications, such as abil-

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A False Impression 

Recent issues of the Daily have carried 
fj^Tiumber of stories about various inter- 
collegiate ski meets in ■whicli MrGill men 
and women compdcd with markcri suc- 
,c«6s. The erroneous impression may have 
been formed by some that such participa- 
tion was in violation of the agreement en- 
tered into last summer by the administra- 
tive heads of the Canadian universities 
whereby intercollegiate activities were sus- 
pended for the duration. Such is not the 
case. 

All McGill athlete? p.irticipating in in- 
tercollegiate ski meets did so as individuals 
and at the personal invitation of the offi- 
cials of the competitions concerned. These 
athletes were given permission to compete 
in the meets in question as long as they did 
so as individuals and at no expense to the 
University. Thus McGill h.i.« entered no 
teams as such in any ski meet and any re- 
Bults which were calculated on a team 
basis were entirely hypothetical insofar as 
McGill is concerned. Such results merely 
ehow what "we could have done were we 
permitted to enter a representative team 
in the name of the University. 



Pay For Internes? 

A recent issue of LIFE magazine de- 
picts scenes from the life of an interne at 
ft. large city hospital. It shows him on 24 
hour duty, his hours of relaxation being 
spent in study, in discussion of medical 
cases; it shows him on his nights ofî unable 
because of the lack of funds lo do other- 
«dse going for a walk, or a talk, but not 
going out. Why is that ? 

The interne in a hospital is not paid for 
hie work, or if he is paid the sum is enough 
only for pin money. And yei an interne 
is a person who has spent four years in 
prçparing for medical school and who after 
that spent four years in a medical school 
learning the theoretical basis of his knowl- 
edge. This process cost him about $10,000 
and during that time he was unable to earn 
Any money. 

Then after the eight years spent in 
Bchooling, the embryo doctor enters a hos- 
pital as an interne and is still out of the 
class of wage earners— in fact he is not 
even self-supporting. He is dependant 
upon his family for another two years — the 
iamily which supported him foi- tlie pre- 
,|âovis eight years and which if ihe interne 
ié an average interne can ill afford the con- 
stant drain on its resources. 

But there can be no question of doing 
away with the period of interneship for it 
is too valuable to the man who would prac- 
tice. It is during this time that the student 
ceases to be a etudent of medicine and be- 
comes a practitioner of medicine. Yes, the 
•jujtesrpeship is valuable to the student. 

But the period of interncsljip jg also 
valuable to th e hospital for it is the interne 
■wao carnes out'îhe d"ay~ty"~day orders of 
jhe attending physician, of the resident 
j^hysician. It is the interne who is always 

iwJl night and day; it is the interne who 
tides in the ambulance on emergency calls. 
%i there were no system of interneships the 
hospital would have to organize a system 
eimilar to it and pay the men who would 
work in it. The hospital iu a way needs the 
iifltefne more than he needs the liospital for 
the work must be done while the medical 
jgraduate can gain his experience 



(0 do I lie work why should thcy not pay 
an interne? Especially in view of the fact 
that the interne is dependant upon his 
family, lot thr liospit.il pay him sufficient 
to make him self-supporting.

FLAT FEET. 

Flat feèt, like a number of other 
painful disabilities, arc more often 
than not n .nubjeet for jest than 
for sympathy. Why this should be 
so is difficult to say for the posses- 
sion of a pair of flat feet ii any- 
thing but funny. 

There are two arches to the feet, 
the longitudinal which runs the 
length of the fool and the traverse 
which runs across at the ball of the 
fool just behind the toes. 

Falling of the longitudinal arch Is 
the common caiise ot flat feet. Many 
people have this condition and arc 
quite unaware of any dlsnblllty. 
Other people have apparently a 
very slight degree of falling of the 
arch and suffer severely. One can 
test the degree of falling by step- 
ping on a wet towel and then mak- 
ing an imprint of the wet foot on 
a bo.Trd. The normal imprint shows 
the heel, the ball ot the foot and 
toes and a very thin line connect- 
ing the heel with the ball of the 
foot along the outside edge. HoW' 
ever the degree of flatness, as in' 
dicated by the imprint of the foot, 
is not a good index of the serious- 
ness of the condition. Symptoms 
arc the best guide. 

In the treatment of fallen longi- 
tudinal arches exercises come first. 
One exercise is to turn the toes 
directly forward or slightly inward 
and rock back and forward, first 
taking the weight on the heels and 
then on the balls of the two feel. 
Another exercise consists of walk- 
ing barefooted with the toes turned 
in and spread out as much as possi- 
ble with the weight borne on the 
balls of the feet and the heels raised 
as high as possible. Flat footed per- 
sons characteristically walk with 
the toes turned outwards. This is 
a faulty way of walking and actual- 
ly increases the deformity. People 
should learn lo walk with the toes 
pointed straight ahead. 

Sometimes considerable relief from 
painful flat feet is obtained by hav- 
ing inserted along the inner side of 
the sole and heel one or two thick 
nesscs of leather. This tends to 
throw the weight of the body along 
the outer margin of the foot where 
it shoukl be. 

Falling of the transverse arch 
produces quite as much it not more 
disability than falling of the longi- 
tudinal arch. Undobtedly improper 
shoes, particularly shoes which arc 
too short, contribute to a weakness 
of the arch Certain games may 
lead to strain. Basketball is an 
example of a game which calls for 
strong transverse arches. The 
chronjc fallen transverse arch fre- 
quently manifests itself by a thick 
callus on the ball of the foot 

Treatment of fallen transverse 
arches is not always satisfactory. 
Temporary relief from pain can us- 
ually be obtained by applying a 
firm pad about the middle of the 
ball of the foot and holding it in 
place by adhesive tape. Permanent 
relief can only be obtained by pro- 
perly fitted shoes and suitable ex- 
ercises. It may be necessary to 
consult an orthopedic surgeon.

Took Advintace of Free Speech 

1 have mentioned bixikf. poriodi- 
cals and other printed matter as 
mediums employed by the Com- 
munist Party both lor the securing 
of support for the" movement and 
for the spreading of hatreds and 
the ingredients of revolution. Con- 
sideration must also be given the 
spoken word. Befffre the banning 
of the Party, .ij-niakor.": who were 
openly Communist, and speakers 
ranginj: all the w.-iv from that fiery 
red to very delicate shades of pink, 
speakers operating under the cam- 
ouflages of leagues for Peace and 
Democracy, Civil Liberty Unions, 
or anj' of the other eovers of the 
Conununist Party, sixikc to l.irgc 
audiences throughout the Country. 
In addition trained speakers and 
agitators were, of course, active in 
the education of the outright Com- 
munist groups. Ewry possible ad- 
vantage was taken of free speech 
and the liberties that they were 
free to enjoy, in order to spread 
their poi.<^nous doctrine. 

How many times have each of 
you wondered on reading election 
returns and finding that the Com- 
j, :. munist candidate had made a very 
T"' poor showing or, as frequently hap- 
pened, lo.= t h riepa^i!. How m.'sny 
times have you wondered at liicir 
seeming fooli.thnc.ss and hcpcicss 
optimism at continually presenting 
themselves in constituencies in 
which it was obvious that they 
would be hopelessly beaten. 

These men were not optimists, 
they were merely taking advantage 
of a political campaign to spread 
Communist propaganda. They were 
particularly fond of this manoeu\Te 
since during election time, they 
could reach large niunbers of people, 
extend free speech into licence and 
all with very little danger from 
interference from the authorities. 
Jndecd ihcy would have welcomed 
such interference since any sub- 
sequent trial or hearing would have 
enabled a further spreading of 
propaganda and since their pro- 
testations of interference 'v^'itb the 
liberty of the individual and rights 
of free speech would be widely 
copied by democatic and commun- 
istic newspapers alike. 

Welcome Court Trial 
For this same reason. Communist 
members were instructed against 
entering a plea of guilty if arrested. 
A. public trial carried out with all 
the freedom and fairness of Cana- 
dian courts was and is a much too 
important vantage point from which 
to spread propaganda and class 
hatreds, to be overlooked. 

Then, of course, there was the 
whimpering campaign in which 
truths, half truths, and imtruths 
were jumbled and circulated. We 
Still have the whispering campaign 
with us. You are aU, of course. 
(Lware, that a considerable amount 
of Communist agitation is still 
being carried on throughout the 
country. The banning of the Party, 
of course, put an immediate end to 
public meetings organized by the 
Communisl Party, but Communist 
■titators have been too well trained 
in underground and underhand 
activities to have been thoroughly 
disorganized. 

tieaders Are Not the Led 
In reviewing Conununist propa- 
ganda in Canada, there should be 
a distinct line drawn between the 
leaders and the led. It has become 
a habit to lump t.hem altogeUier 
imder the heading of "Reds." 'J'his 
is an error that prex enis an under- 
standing of Communist methods. 
The Communist Party proper does 
not aim so much at numerical 
strength within the Party as in the 
training of the individual member 
and his ability to spread agitation 
and lead otht-rs. When studying 
.Communist activities, do not be de- 
ceived by the comparatively small 
membership of the Party proper in 
any Countri». It should be borne 
in mind that in Russia 160,000,000 
people were put in bondage by 
.about 80,000 CoinrnuniEls. 

I have seen cases in which a 
handful of Communist organizers 
have secured the control of a Union 
and, more important to the Parly, 
the Union dues. These membership 
dues running into thousands of dol- 
lars were handled entirely by the 
tCommunist members and no proper 
.counting was ever given the mem- 
bership. Some of this money may 
Jhave stuck to the fhigers of the 
agitators, certainly a large part of 
^t found its way into the coffers 
X»f the Conununist Party. Bui so 
well had the Communists organized 
their control that any step taken 
: iby the authorities to prevent this 
jobbery of the mcmbeiship, was 
immediately met by strong protests 
from the membership of the Union. 
The many advantages of *uch a set- 
Vp are, of course, obviou.«. Union 
,|nembcr£, the majority of Ihcrn 
:loyal Canadians, paying for the 



support of the Communist Party 
and at the same time, by their pro- 
tests, protecting the thieves and 
giWng the Party an opportunity to 
pose as champions by attacking the 
police for interfering with Union 
activities. 

A member of tlie Conununist 
Party must always adopt a militant 
attitude toward authority when 
acting as a leader of some delega- 
tion. His requests are usually put 
in the form of demands and this 
attitude, in the p.ist, h.is e.iuscd 
some surprise to local town councils 
and to olher.s who have no under- 
standing of Communist organiza- 
tion and propaganda. These per- 
sons, in many cases, imagine that 
they are dealing with unemployed, 
or workmen on strike, wlUt whom 
they arc often in sympathy. They 
fail to re.Tlirc that they arc dealing 
with fanatical agitators wlio are 
using those who follow them to 
attain their own ends. It cannot 
be stressed too often that members 
of the Communist Party never re- 
linquish the leadership of an or- 
ganization once they had it under 
their control. 

Some Sincere, Many Not 

Many of these Communist agita- 
tors are sincere fanatiiis, many are 
persons using the Parly to their 
own end.-:. The sincere Communist 
believes thai the only cure for the 
ills of mankind lies in world revo- 
lution and look upon themselves as 
martyrs to the cause of freedom. 
They refuse to believe the evidence 
of numerous former Iciidcr.' of the 
Party, reg.irdiiig the horror.' \ i.^itod 
hy Communism on Rufsi.i. Hun- 
dreds of books written by persons 
who escape the blood purges. Com- 
munists from other parts of the 
world who visited Russia and man- 
aged to take unconducted tours and 
neutral observers, tell of the mil- 
lions of men, women and children 
placed in forced labour gangs in 
Siberia, of death by starvation, ',of 
literally millions of men, women 
and children during the liquidation 
of the Kulaks, of the thousands 
killed during the blood purges, of 
the execution and murder of near- 
ly all of the former leaders of the 
Party in Russia. The Communist 
Party under the control of the Com- 
intern, took good care to see that 
each of these wTiters was discredit- 
ed and such evidence is, therefore, 
refused by the fanatical members. 

Another angle of this revolution 
has been the subject of many books 
and articles. That is. the apparent 
change in policies that followed the 
advent to power of Stalin. The 
World-wide revolution of the Prole- 
tariat was foftered by Lenin. The 
Communist leaders who helped him 
to secure power, were working to- 
ward this world revolution. Inter- 
national boimdaries, nationalities, 
questions of race, colour, or creed, 
were to l>e thrown overboard in 
order that all humanity could 
benelit. They were prepared to 
sacrifice a generation in order to 
establish this world-wide Utopia 
and some small excuse for their 
methods and action might be found 
in their sincerity of purpose. 
Stalin a Dictator 

Stalin, however, according to 
many writers, has no such high 
goaL He is interested in the world- 
wide movement only insofar as such 
movement can strengthen his posi- 
tion as Dictator and help him to 
weaken his enemies. In other words, 
while the Communist Party has 
since the Third International been 
planning a tremendous double-cross 
against the entire world, Stalin is 
now double-crossing the double- 
croEsers. 

A posfib;lJty is often suggested 
that Stalin and Hitler have been 
working together for years and that 
the Communists' Peace and Dis- 
armament propaganda might have 
been deliberately planned by Stalin 
to weakon us for Hitler. 

It matters little whether Com- 
munist propaganda was intended to 
bind us in order that Stalin himself 
might spoil otir house, or if he was 
merely acting as Hitler's agent or 
co-conspirator, in preparing the 
way in Nazism. The object was the 
utter destruction of our mode of 
life and civilization. 

It is also at times suggested that 
we have wasted many years in dis- 
cussions as to the Tightness or 
wrongness of Communism. 1 sug- 
gest now that even if all Commun- 
ists were jailed tomorrow It would 
still take years to rid our national 
life of the 'poisons introduced by 
Communist propaganda during 
these years that we allowed them 
to work unhampered. I think that 
a good starting point toward clear- 
ing out this poison is a widespread 
agreement as to the evils of every- 
thing connected with Communism.

CINEMAS DE PARIS. 

"L'HOMME DU NIGER." with Vic- 
tor Francen, Harry Baur, Annie 
Ducaux, and Jacques Dûmes- 
nil. 

This Is the most interesting pic- 
ture purveyed by the Cinema dc 
Paris for many a week. Made in co- 
operation with the French colonial 
administration, it aims to show 
something of the lives of those who 
work among the natives. Yet it can 
hardly be called propaganda, for h 
note of irony runs through it, and 
one's final impression is that col- 
onial life U not il bed of roses, 
either for white,-; or negroes. 

But "L'Homme Du Niger" Is also 

a moving and dramatic love story— 
in spots almost melodramatic. The 
Commandant Brcvnl (Victor Fran- 
cen), a distingui.shed colonial ad- 
ministrator, falls in love with Dan- 
ielle, daughter of a famous .icholar 
visiting in the territory. They plan 
to marry, but are frustrated when 
he suddenly discovers he has lepro- 
sy; eventually he is cured by his 
devoted doctor friend Bourdet (Har- 
ry Baur), but tr.igedy ends their 
love in a highly melodramatic fash- 
ion. Suffice it to say that the merits 
of the picture do not lie in the 
plot. 

The cast is cxcellcnL Victor Fran- 
cen, who resembles the actors of 
an older time in the distinction and 
style of his acting personality, 
makes a compelling study of the ill- 
fated Commandant, and gives con- 
viction to all but the most incre- 
dible movements. Memorable arc 

the scenes in which ho discovers 

that he has leprosy, and in which 

he is reunited with his love. Harry 
Baur, the French Charles Laughton, 

does not have much of an oppor- 
tunity to display his genius in the 
role of the Doctor, but what he does 
is perfect. The keen medical eye, 
the professional touches, the bois- 
terous geniality and ironic detach- 
ment, above aU the deep affection 
of Bourdet for Breval— all arc in- 
tegrated into a perfect whole. An- 
nie Ducnux, whose resemblance to 
Carole Lombard is rather distract- 
ing, and Jacques Dumcsnil make 
the most of rather thankless parts. 

The photography is in no sense 
spectacular or arty, yet somehow 
vividly conveys the curiously bleak 
savagery of the West Africa coast. 
The shots of the natives are impli- 
cit with life of the region and spare 
litUe in realism. The music by Hen- 
ri Thomasi, is comparable to Aaron 
Copland's score for "Of Mice and 
Men," in the way In which it clev- 
erly underlines the sound of ma- 
chinery, or the mood of a"moment. 

The shorts include a poignant de- 
scription of the rise of the House 
of France, and the growth of Paris. 
Altogether a program worth a visit.
